Last night the members of the 

Philosophical Society and their In- 
vited gueats listened to a most in- 
structive and enjoyable address by- 
Mr. O. Klineberg. M.A. The subject, 
"Psychology of Laughter," was pre- 
«ented in a very clear scientific way, 
so that understanding was made casy 
to everyone present. 

The meeting was opened br the 
president, who, after the reading an I 
adoption of the minutes, presented 
Mr. Klineberg, speaking briefly of 
his brilliant university ' career and 
splendid abilities along philosophical 
lines. 

Mr. Klineberg commenced by 
clearly stating the difference between 
what constitutes the laughable, and 
why we respond to the comic lu 
laughter. The former question has 
heen much more frequently discussed 
and emphasized than the latter. Four 
main theories have been advanoed as 
to what 'produces the stimuli neces- 
sary for laughter. 

The first is the degradation theory 
as advanced by Hobba: that laughter 
la produced from a consciousness of 
our superiority towards those whosa 
words or actions force us to laugh; 
that we, under Lhe same circum- 
stances would have acted far differ- 
ently. We think ourselves normal, 
aud therefore ajl who do not agree 
with our views seem to be inferior 
to us, and therefore worthy of our 
laughter. This point was illustrated 
by the speaker with many humorous 
stories and Incidents, such as the 
case of humor being brought to an 
American by the actions of an Eng- 
lishman whom the American con- 
siders inferior to himself. This 
theory, however, docs not eover all 
classes of laughter, as Is witnessed In 
the fact that some music provokes 
laughter.'?' g t 

Tbje neat theory advanced was that 
of our perception of the Incongruous 
in incidents, as Is seen in events 
which cannot agree by nature hut 
come together in an unexpected way. 
Sometimes this takes the form of ab- 
stract as opposed to sensuary ideas. 
The objection to this theory Is that 
it does not explain ths causes but 
Just gives the common elementa in 
particular cases. 

Another theory Is that of Bergson, 
that Involuntary change of state may 
cause laughter. That la Lhe intro- 
duction of the mechanical Into 
human affairs, either considering 
human actions as merely mechanical 
or vice versa. These sometime* take 
Lhe form of the snowball principle in 
which the comic element grows at 
eaoh repetition, Just ae the baJI grows 
by rolling. Bergson doea not tell us 
why we laugh Instead of Bhowing 
other muscular activities instead. 

The Freudian theory oomefi next 
putting forth the Idea of a storing up 
of nervous energy, caused by certain 
events. Then, Just when this energy 
should be relieved along certain 
lines, a change of situation cloaca 
these ports and Lhe energy finds the 
easiest outlet In the muscles 'of the 
face as being the most easily moved 
This principle Is of course based on 
Lhe well-known psychological fact 
that all stimuli must be transferred 
Into motor activity. 

Thus wit, comic and humor come 
from economy In energy, thought and 
feeling respectively, each finding ex- 
pression In muscular or glandular 
activity, which, If checked, finds exit 
In laugbLer. 

Ths speaker concluded by saying 
lhat the only real way this subject 
could be solved was by approaching 
It from a physiological standpoint, as 
a great deal of the Influences of 
laughter depended upon physiological 
laws. 

After Lbe address, an Interesting 
and animated discussion followed, 
which was very profitable to all. 

Dr. Talt, head of the Psychological 
r>partment. spoke briefly, and held 
that Bergson's theory was not based 
upon psychology at all. He also In- 
troduced Dr. Mackay, from Dalhous'e 
University, who advocated fn a few 
well-placed words, that the subject 
under discussion might posélbly bé 
examined from an eplatomologlcal 
point of view. 

Dr. Hlckson's usual sound advice, 
followed by his proposal of a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Klineberg, which was 
heartily accorded, concluded a very 
profitable and Interesting evening.

Dear Sir,— 
Several conversations that I havo 
had recently with regard to the Mc- 
Gill V.M.C.A. and other observations 
made from time to Urne bave impelled 
me to write these lines on a topic 
about which many unfortunate mis- 
conceptions and prejudices exist. 

What Is the McGill Y.M.C.A. and 
what does it do? Has It any worthy 
place In the student commonwealth, 
or should It he abandoned as a non- 
effective Institution? 

In the first place the McGill Y.M. 
('.A. Is a student organization, man- 
aged by the students and for the stu- 
dents, and has no other bond of union 
with the other Y.M.C.A/S of this city, 
or indeed the entire Young Men's 
Chrlstjan Association, except that it 
has received In the past a grant of 
fl.600 from the Metropolitan Board 
of Y.M.C.A. This grant, together 
with tho whole name Y.M.C.A., is 
likely to be abolished as far as the 
Etudents organization Is concerned 
very shortly. This new Student's 
Christian Association, comprising 
both men and women students of tho 
Universities, and subscribing to the 
purposes of its new Basis of Mem- 
bership will arise from what has 
hitherto been a student organization 
If not In name at least in reality. 
Now, as Prof. Chipman says, "Do you 
get that." 

To repeat. I have Judged this effu- 
sion necessary because) there Is a 
very widespread Impression that thlB 
student's organization has something 
to do with the Y.M.C.A. work both at 
home and overseas In the war. This 
Is entirely a false, Impression, and 
one which has unfortunately very 
often against the success of our stu- 
dent's organization. Furthermore, 
this Institution is not a congrégation 
of Innocuous nincompoops, mother's 
darlings and slsslfi.ed saint», collected 
for the purpose of saving the souls of 
the wicked. We want no weak- 
kneed anaemic. 

We want to. form an association of 
red blooded men and women — Indi- 
viduals with a definite conviction that 
their Job heVe In the University of Mc- 
Olll Is to help In so far as they are 
able their fellow students, and to en- 
deavor to promote some higher and 
more Intelligent form of spirit within 
this University. Odd knows It needs 
It! 

Now then, what does this institution 
do, and what has it done for the Uni- 
versity? This has also been a mat- 
ter for thé vivid Imagination of those 
who have, been In contact with the 
facts. The men composing Lhe As- 
sociation havo tried to ha of some 
service In the many forms of activi- 
ties such as Freshmen receptions, ad- 
dresses, Sunday Sings, Religious ser- 
vices. Skating Parties, Finding rooms 
for new students, organising visits of 
new and unknown students to homes 
In the City, Conversats, Bible Study, 
Discussion Oroupi, and so forth— to 
go Into the full detail of which would 
need the entire edition of the "Dally." 
Now these activities may or may not

Tho average writer, who 
untroubled by the exigencies of the 
modern newspaper, usually keeps the 
pith and cltmax or the story until the 
end, or at leaet does not put all the 
Interesting matter at the beginning. 
Tho reporter, hnwewr, must bear in 
mind the fact that It ia frequently 
necessary at the moment of going to 
press to cut off tho last paragraph or 
so of tho news article owing to lack 
or space. 

Another reason for thia method of 
"writlng-up" a news item is that the 
average man in. the street buys a 
newspaper merely from habit, and 
should not la all fairness hfi com- 
pelled to wade tbrangb the columns 
of news to extract its essential de- 
tails. 

Tho reporter when writing his 
news article should ask himself six 
questions, in answering which he can. 
be sure of Including all tho salient 
details of the particular incident he 
Is chronlcHng. * If possible be shouhl 
also place the most compelling facts 
In the first line or two of the write- 
up. This in itself may appear to be 
a violation of the aesthetic laws of 
wrltlnc. but it should be remembered 
that the dally newspaper ia not meant 
to be a model of English composition, 
s fact which is sometimes forgotten 
by a too critical public. 

At the close or the lecture the 
speaker gave a few useful hints on 
what to avoid in the way of hackneyed 
phrases. Mr. Archibald's lectures 
continue to attract a large audience 
In spite of the fact that the Journalis- 
tic enthusiast has for the last two or 
three lectures been compelled to wade 
up to the Arts Building to satisfy his 
cravings. For those interested in the 
publishing of a modern newspaper 
personally conducted tours of the 
"Star" press have been arranged by 
the lecturer.
